We also learn that the citizens of Chihuahua, 
regret the withdrawal of the American troops, 
and it seems that they manifest a great dese 
to remain peaceable and friendly wat the Amer- 
icans, and are anxiong to adopt our mode of 
government. We apprehend no danger by 
Américans proceeding to that city with goods, 
nor no risk to run. 

It seems to us that by a small effort on the 
part of the citizens of this place that an ar- 
rangement could be made so as to give us mails 
fiom the States more ¡egularly, and it seems to 
us that we are entitled to a civil Post Office, s0 
that citizens might receive their letters and a 
peis without the trouble they now have. Let 
us make an effort. 


An INDEPENDENT Mixirary Company.—It 
is true that Santa Fe 15 a new place, and tha 
there 1s but few Americans here at present, but 
notwithstanding, we believe 1 would be a very 
easy matter to get up two Independent Compa- 
mes here, which would hold themselves 1n rea- 
diness at any moment they might be called on 
to defend this post and ther property. Ata 
very little expense a cheap uniform could be 
purchased, and a little pains and trouble talcen, 
the company could make a fine appearance an | 
be an ornament and honor to the city We 
have no doubt but the Commanding Officer of 
this post would render us all assistance. his 
power, either in furnishing us accoutrements 
or arms on the receipt of some responsible 
men, The time may come when the service of 
such a company will be required here.

We have tlius far published our litite 
sheet, and used om utraost efforts for the sole 
benefit of this Territory. We have published 
our pape: in beth Janguagés, in order to do 
justice to both Americans and Mexicans 

We can truthfully state that we have often 
sought for, but never received from cur evil 
government officers any pat omon except such 
as necessity compelled them to give us, and the 
whole amount thus reccived from them 15 too 
trifling, even for consideration, when on the 
contrary, at our commencement they promised 
us every thing in thew power to sustain us 
Thus on that score no very favorable bias could 
be expected, nor has it existed. Where praise 
has been awarded, it has been merited, and it 
has been unbought, and where we have 1epri- 
manded, it has been deservec. We are aware, 
and so is the government of the United States 
of the frail condition of our civil government 
and miserable situation of this country, but itis 
evident that a ceituin power has been enfrusted 
to them (our tavil officers) 

Complaints are daily made by citizens from 
fhe counliy, and the question is often asked, 
why does not the government establish schools 
throughout the Territory, m accordance to an 
act of the Legislature—for the education of the 
poor, This we leave for those whom we know 
to have the power to answer; heretofore, we 
have said but little upon the subject, and thus 
far in our course as conductors of a newspaper, 
we have nothing to repent of-noi wish to be 
undone,—nor would we blot a line from our 
columns, either as censure or as praise. We 
hold (what every man must admst,) that every 
officer, éxvrl or mita y—Ctbe mbitary of which 
we have no reason to complain,) “holding a

fiends in the States and the pressin particular 
who have looked upon it as almost a as to 
the American arms, and those who have been the 
most deserving for their militan y achievements 
have received Jess praise and laurels, than those 
who were much less deserving. Of those who 
fell, we must speak of the neglect on the part of 
our friends in the States—and of the partiality, 
which have already been manifested, It seems 
that many are not only prejudiced againat this 
country, but are also determined, not even to 
give our few troops, who have answered to their 
country’s call, credit or justice for their noble 
and heroic conduct Many a noble and patriot- 
ve son have fallen in this country by fighting for 
his country’s rights, whilst many more have 
fallen victims to the ravages of disease, brought 
on by fatigue, severe marches and privations 
which has so often overtaken our little army. 
Braver men never could have shoulder ed a mus- 
ket or faced a cannons mouth than those who 
were under Col, Price, who marched to Toas 
for the purpose of avenging the death of Gov. 
Bent, Lee and others, who were so horribly and 
unexpectedly masgacieed there. When this hit- 
tle force left Santa Fe under Col. Price, it mus- 
tered some three hundred and thirty, including 
one company of “extizens under Capt. St. Vrain, 
This company was composed of merchants, 
clerks, and a few men belonging to Col. Doni- 
phans regiment, who were left in this cty on 
detached service, or on, the sick list, Cand who 
at present, have not received a cent of pay for 
their years service, owing to the reglect of 
their officers.) The merchants almost unany 
mously closed then stores, and started with fle 
determination of avenging the death of terr 
fellow extizens» There wasnot an Amerjéhn in 
this little detachment but what was weh aware 
of the superior advantages which thé enemy 
would have, and of then superior Force, but 
still all were determined ior either death or 
revenge Col Price, with his small command 
met the enemy some thirty mies from this piace, 
when their forces, according to their own 


statements was five times as largo as that of oury™ © 


"own. An engaiement ensued, and the enemy 
was entirely driven from the heignts,and the 
osrtion they occupied, but not without a great 
ess of killed and wounded,—and again, a part 
of our force under Capt. Berguinn, who had ta- 
ken a cross road. met the enemy at a place eal- 
le Lambuda, where they were again defeated. 
fter crossing (he Toas mountain, which at that 
tune was covered with snow, some four or five 
feet in depth—marched upon the Pueblo de Toas. 
This Pueblo 1s considered by all who haye vis- 
ited it as the strongest place or fortification in 
the whole republic of Mexico.  Here,the ene- 
my’s force, which was some fifteen hundred 
strong, consisting of Mexicans and Indians, all 
wel] armed, gave us to understand that they nev- 
er would surrender, but after an, engagemen 
of thnty-s1x hous and “driving them to their 
very sleeping rooms, they raised the white flag 
and begged for mercy, but not until our colors 
were streaming fiom the top of one of the 


Pueblos, (a house some five stories high,) which |? 


was planted there by James H Quinn, and 2 
party irom the company of avengers, (Capt St. 
Vrain’s) and also not until our little foree had 
cut its way through the strongest vee of the 
breast work and had entered the public square: 
The loss of the enemy was great, killed over 
twohundredand fifty Our Joss was also great, 
two commissioned officers fell, one of which 
was Capt. Berguinn, and a Lt. from the Infantry, 
(Capt. Angney’s detachment )and some twenty- 
Seven others were killed upon the field, and 
several wounded. Dwing this engagement, 
Capt. St Vrain, witha poition of his company 
whieh was mounted, were stationed upon the 
outskirts of the town—n order to prevent are- 
inforcement from entering or to prevent any 

arty that would attempt to retreat. This was 
as expected, as a party of the enemy consisting 
of over one hundred, some of which were 
mounted aitempted to escape, but Captais St, 
Vrain and bis liftle party were on the alert, and 
scarcely one of the enemy was left to tell the 
tale, or report the attack. Eighty five were 
found dead, the effects of this charge and some 
of their principal leaders. 

During the revolution in Toas, another broke 
ont at the Moro. Pruett, Waldo, and several 
others were also wounded, and a small volunteer 
force were sent there to avenge the deaths,— 
here our little force was also compelled to suf- 
fer, but they done credit to themselves, and hon- 
or to their country,
